They were picked up by Czech 
border guards n ear Eslarn,

espionage. 
The U. S. A rm y said the 
men 
w ere on a “ routine” mission in 
th e border area when they were 
taken. 
A third m an who was with them 
escaped and reported the capture. 
Held IS Days 
The U. S. E m b assy in P ra g u e 
h a d sent a note to the Czech gov­ 
ernment dem anding the release of* 
Dries and Pisk. 
In turn, the Czech Foreign Of 
flee 
sent a note 
to Washington 
charging th at the men had taken 
pictures, used binoculars and made 
notes and draw ings along the bor­ 
d e r under orders to spy on Czecho­ 
slovakia. 
After holding the two men for 
l^ jd a y s, the Czechoslovaks agreed 
Firoay to release them at 
this 
b o rd er crossing point today. 
Many of the 2,500 inhabitants of 
this border town were out to greet 
the A m ericans when they cam e 
back. 
They w ere strung out along 
the road that leads to the barbed 
w ire fence which m arks the fron­ 
tier. 
The two prisoners arrived a t tho 
b o rd er point shortly after I l a 
rn 
in a two-car Czech convoy. They 
w e re taken into the Czech border 
control house. G erm an border offi­ 
cial Karl Wenzel, who was stand 
ing on the bridge with a Czech 
official, went to the Czech guard 
house. 
Appear in Good Shape 
A few minutes later, he em erged 
with the two men. and they were 
greeted by two U. S. Armv ca p ­ 
tains.

officer from N uernberg. He stood 
waiting with carbine in his hand 
The other captain 
w as in 
field 
uniform, com plete with helmet and 
pistol. 
Both Dries and Pisk 
appeared 
som ew hat

Their p a n t s 
were neatly pressed annd both had 
recent haircuts. 
Dries was in civi­ 
lian clothes and Pisk in uniform, 
just as they w ere clad when c a p ­ 
tured two weeks ago. 
Dries appeared confident and at 
Case, while Pisk was nervous

chain-smoked as they crossed the 
gray , misty border.

Chief Says He 
Just Couldn't Kill 
Psychopathic Youth 


COLORADO SPRINGS, Colo. OUM 
A quiet spoken police chief said 
today he chose to en d a n g er the 
lives of 12 policemen and a crowd 
of more than 5(H) onlookers be 
cause he couldn't bear to kill a 
psychopathic 12 year old boy who 
sprayed them with bullets during 
a fiery , 90 m inute gun battle. 
“ We had a 
high powered rifle 
and could have picked him off at 
any time," said the chief. Earl Sui 
livan 
“ But I w a s on a spot 
“ lf someone had been killed aft 
cr I ordered the officers not to 
s h o o t the boy, I ’d really been in 
trouble 
Yet if w e had just gone 
ahead and shot him I d really been 
in trouble too ” 
The boy, Travis W itten b erg , at 
12 already a “ hopeless" parolee 
from the State Industrial School, 
squatted in the brush on a hillside 
in suburban Manitou Springs for 
an hour and a 
half F riday and 
pum ped 49 bullets at the police and 
crowd of onlookers. 
“ I 
hate 
cops,’* 
he 
scream ed 
“ You'll never take me alive " 
But an officer tricked him into 
revealing he had only 17 shots left 
and after the last one was fired, 
Sgt 
Harold Davis rushed up the 
shallow hillside and cap tured the 
boy. 
Sullivan said the boy, son by a 
form er m arriage of Mrs Leva Cha 
MVI. of Manitou Springs, was well 
known locally as a burglar and ear 
thief 
Sullivan said the boy stole the 
.32 caliber pistol and am m unition 
he used in F rid ay’s wild foray from 
a .sporting goods store several years 
ago and hid them 
He was wearing tho pistol in a 
holster when P atrolm an Tony liar 
stripe stopped him on the street 
Friday and questioned him about 
a reported car theft. 
W ithout answering, the boy drop 
ped to one knee, whipped out the 
pistol and fired 
H arstripo scram 
bled for cover and called for help 
while (he youngster fled to the 
hillside 
On the way to jail, the boy al 
ternatcly wept and screamed 
“ I’m always on the losing side," 
he complained, and talked about 
being “sent up ”

URBANA—Even if you believe 
that all the guns in your house 
ire unloaded, its a good idea to 
keep them away from children, 
says University of Illinois safety 
specialist Gordon McCleary. 
The worth of this advice was 
proved recently when a 12-year- 
old McHenry county boy shot and 
killed himself while playing with 
a 22 caliber rifle. The victim and 
his brother, aged 15. thought the 
weapo . was not loaded. Both par­

It’s a good idea to keep ammu 
nit ion away from youngsters, too 
In oi out of a gun, cartridges and 
shells are dangerous. 
A gun cabinet with a locked 
door is the safest place for guns, 
McCleary says.
